Dkak Ejjitok of the Journal : — 
It is apparent that tlu; article writ- 
ten and signed by Mr. .1. Ibuiry 
llogan, of Albany, N. Y., is direct- 
ed at me, bccaus<! I was the author 
of the checker tournament repoi-ts 
in your issue* of February lltli, 
which he so scathingly donouiices 
in bitter and uncalled-for terms. 
And while 1 absolutely ignore his 
d'-nuncialion, I feel that I should 
l)e heard in comniendation of the 
course I have pursued in the pre- 
mises. 

*rheroforc, may I have the same 
peiinission us granted to Mr. 
llogan tr) publish my eontradic- 
ation of his statt'ineiit in refenmco 
to the allegerl falsification of my 
checker tournament reports, con- 
crning his I'ntry and withdrawal. 

.Mr. llogan dunies the report thai 
he is "among the compiiling in- 
dividuals." 

It is true now, but at the time of 
the organization, it was suggested, 
in the course of drawing contest- 
ants, that he should be mentioned 
as "oneof'oin." On learning of 
his being mentioned, he ma<le a 
protest instead of a declination, 
with those declamatory words: " I 
cannot play checkers but can play 
chess," which are highly ridiculous. 
Yet knowing that he might possibly 
be fouinl in the tail-endctr's place al 
Hie finale of the lournani<;iit, lie r<r- 
fii ed lo allow his iiannt lo be post- 
ed on th(! list of entry, so for this 
n* ison liis jilace was filled fiy Mr. 
William Colwell, of Albany, who 
has already played sev(!ral games. 
If this Mr Hofian were a goo<l play- 
er at checki^rs, it would have a dif- 
ferent CtiHi\ 

But, howevor, he ou;zlil to have 
ftdt complimented upon the honor 
r-xiended to him. Why is he not 
manly enough to accept his entry 
cheerfully, even if he don't like it, 
in order to bring llie tournament lo 
a sur'cessfiil end, I cannot (!orijec- 
ture. One parti<;ij)ant, who now 
I'oosts on the lowermost end of a 
pole, claims that he is not much of 
a checker player, but he is not 
willing to take part for the sake of 
inspiring enthusiasm into the 
tournament. 

Not t liat he filays to interest him- 
self, lint he plays to interest others. 
He has s<!t a good example, whieh 
is eommendabh*. And there are 
others much inferior to Mr. llogan 
playing just to keep up the in- 
terest. 

As I iinder^tind from current 
hearsay that Mr. Hogan is a secfjnd 
Pillsbiii-y, it .soeins highly' ludi- 
crous to me that the very person 
that is wonderfully well proficient 
in the intricacies of chess cannot 
|day checkers at all, which a child 
of rtnlinary intellect can h'arri in 
fifteen minutes or less. It is gen- 
en lly well understood that chess 
players are also good checker play- 
ers, but Mr. Hogan may be an ok' 
ce|d ion to the ueneral rule. Speak- 
ing of the ability and skill in 
checkers, one ccdebrated player 
sa.ys : " Therc! are many players 
but few masters." In our t,ourna 
meni I am of the opinion that there 
is no master of checkers and no 
brilliant (ilayer, and therefore, it 
is better that we are put on the 
same footing of efpiality with one 
another in the matter of skill and 
ability, which makes a hot rivalry 
between ourselves.

Mr. and Mr*. Slinnisey were our 
ho8t«, and wo had no occasion to 
CDin >Uiin over the bit tor's culinary 
abilities.

They have si.t int-resting and 
Intelligent children, all hearing, four 
girls and two boys. 'I'he oldest, a 
girl, Is a memtier of the Dayton 
High School freshman class. Mr. 
Lewis is employed ana jiolishi'r and

deaf is Mr. Washingtcm Carr. 
'I'hougli abov<i tlireo score years 
old, he is still able to do a good 
day's work. Ho has been employed

You should have assotdated 
with yourself sutdi jmlgesas (Jal- 
laudet and (Jillett, Dobyns and 
Draper, W.ilker and Wilkinson, 
I lid we feel sure that whatcv«M- 
other decision you may havo reach- 
ed regarding the sign-language, 
you would surely never have eon- 
demued it as dark and obscure. 

Yon ma.v have deeide«t th;il the 
afor<>raid debaters, in common with 
many teachers of the deaf, do not 
understand how to use it effectively, 
but this no more detracts from its 
power than the fact fh.at si^ino peo- 
ple cannot use Helirew pioves that 
if is deficient in exiircssiveness.

I re- 
member once that he ha<l a dispute 
with his friend Jacobs, owing to 
the President stating that he could 
run as fast as a horse. The result 
was that the President ran against 
a horse, with a rider on it, for a 
lengt-h or eight hundred yards, and 
actually outran ttie hoiMC." This 
would seem incredible had 1 not 
heard the tale confirmed by Kriiwer 
himself, who is nib.^t reluctant to 
.speak of his own doings. He must 
have been about eighteen years old 
at that time. 

On another occasion he ran a 
foot«-race among the jtick of th<; 
Kafiir chiefs. Ttiere were large 
prizes of good cattle. It was a long 
whole day's run acrosH country, 
pa.sl certain well-known landmarks 
— amongst others, his own father's 
h(juse. Young Kruger s<K>n dis- 
t^inced all his pursuers, and when 
he reached his fathers hou.se, he 
was so far ahead that he went in 
and had some coffee. His father, 
however, was so angry at him for 
running across country without his 
ride that he very nearly gave his 
son a fioggin^;. But he rnaiJe the 
boy t4tk<; a light rifie with him 
when he left to finish his race. 

On sped young Kruger, the Kafiir 
braves toiling after him as weil as 
they could. They threw away their 
imiHidimenls as tueir mu.s«'les weak- 
ened ; their path became .strewn 
witii shields, spears, clubs, and 
evt.'ti the bitngles they wore on 
theit legs an<l arms. But, in spile 
of il all, Paul Kru>:er kept far 
ahea<l of them; and as the day 
waned he found himself v.o com- 
pletely mastt^r of tlie situation that 
ne commenced to look at^out for an 
antelope which he ini;<iit bring into 
camp by way of replenishing the 
larder. 

He saw through the tall grass a 
pat«di of color, which made him 
think that It iMslonged to a buck 
taking hiii ease. He aimed and 
pulled the trigger; but the gun 
missed fire ; and instead of an ante- 
lo|je, up bounded a huge iioii, who 
had been disturbed by the sound. 
The two faced each other, the lion 
glaring at Kruger, and he return- 
inu that glare t»y the steady gaze of 
his fearless eye. The lion made 
a few ste{»s forward ; then Kruger 
commenced nlowly taking one step 
backward, followed by a second, 
atid then a third. But the lion fol- 
lowed evtiry move of Kruger, keep- 
ing always the same distance. This 
work was getting to be v«'ry wear- 
ing, not to say dangerous, parti- 
cularly so as <larkness was coming 
on and no sign of rtdief. Slowly' 
and (cautiously Kruger prepared his 
musket for a second shot. He 
raised, aimed, and pulled the trig-j 
ger, but again there was only the 
8na[» of the cap, and Kruger saw 
him.self face to face with a lion, 
and no weapon but the stock of a 
useless rifle. The last snap of the 
kK-'k had no infuriated tlie wild 
Iteast that he made a spring into 
the air and landed close to Kruger's 
feet — sf> close, indeed, that the 
earth was thrown up into his face, 
and he exf>e<:»ed to be in the ani- 
mal's grasp. He raised his gun to 
deal the animal a blow, but at this 
the lion retreated, glancing sullenly 
over his shoulder, until he wtis 
alK>ut fifty yards away; then, as 
though by a sudden impulse, ihe 
beast broke into furious a tjallop 
and disappeared over the next hill. 
Kruger joyfully resumed his 
race, and, in spile of all that hap- 
pened, easily carried off the [irize 
from the Kaffir chiefs. 

Kruger had no equal as a runner. 
He was also famous for his skill 
with the rifle. Indeed, he would 
have challenged the best of Buffalo 
Bill's outfit and given a good ac- 
count of himself. An old friend of 
Kru^'er tohl me, of his knowledge, 
that r was onc(! on horseback 

and oy an infuriated buf- 

falo. His horse was a ;?ood <»iie, but 
on this occasion ba<l become rather 
fatii{ued, and the buffalo com- 
menced to gain. The unequal 
chase promised to end disastrously 
for the hors«; and its rider, for the 
bulTalo kept gaining, wouhl soon 
have his hoiri in action. Then 
Kruger i>erforme<l a feat which his 
old friend recalleo to mc with ureal 
pri<le. He turned in his saddle, 
rais<3fl his rifle, took rlelelierale aim 
while his own liorsf? was in full 
gallop, fired, and the buffalo fell, 
shot straight through the forehead 
But Krug«'r himwtif rn-\tir lets 
one suspect that he has done these 
things; and Uy look at him in church 
one woiihl think that he had been 
d for the post of deac^)n or 
ii-warden. 
Another story, efjually strange, 
was told me by the name friend. It 
happciu'^l on the name day on 
■ the previous adventure oc- 
1. He had Itoen chnMinj? an- 
other buffalo, and his ! 
brought him clo.v; up to li 
Suddenly the huge beast put his 
foot into a hole, and feU hea<l over 
heels into a hole, swallow. Kruger 
P of it in a mometit, horse 
and biiffiilo rolling f»el|- 
mei) in the same big pufldle. But 
Kruger was the fii-Kt to <roilect his 
wits. He sprang at the head of the 
buffalo, fU;\7M<\ both its horns in his 
hands, and while the beast lay upon 
its side, twisted it« ncick so as to 



force its nose under water; and 
thus, after a struggle of sheer 
strength, Kruger killed the buffalo 
by drowning it. I had heard this 
story already in Cape Town, but 
would not belive it until I ha<l the 
President's coiToboration of this 
extraordinary feat. 

It was a superior horse? which 
Kruger rode in those days, but, like 
many another cxe-rdlent animal, 
look<;d rather unpromising. Two 
famous (deijhant-hunters went out 
with him once, and arranged that 
as they had the best nags they 
should ride ahead and turn the ele- 
f)hant's head, while Kruger on his 
inferior mount should come along 
as well as he tjould. 

VV^hen Ihey Highl(Ml their first (dt!- 
phant thetwowell-mounted hunters 
sprang away and gave valiant 
eliase. At first they heard nothing 
of Kruger antl thought he had been 
left far behind. At last the well- 
known tones were heard callinn 
out, " Why don't you head the 
iMiastofty" But they were dealing 
wtth an uncommonly active ele- 
phant, an<l W('i(! having all th<'y 
could do to hold their own. Again 
came Kruger's loud call: "But 
why don't you head the beast off?" 

Tim two fore-riders redoubled 
their efforts, but they could not out- 
distance tln< ever-increasing appeals 
of th(!ir comrade, whom they ha<l 
consiilered as wholly iinec|ual to the 
task of keeping up with them. But 
Krtiger knew his lK)i-se well,' and 
had waited long for this tiiumj)h. 
lie ro<le beside the two men for 
some tini", aiifl then said, careless- 
ly, " Perha])S I'd better turn the 
beast," and then shot aliea<l. He 
soon had this elephant far away' 
fnnn his former companions, and 
shot him «lead. Then, se«?itig no- 
thing of these two famous hunters, 
he rode off aft<;r more elephanls, 
and when I hay at last overlook 
him he had killed five to their 
nothing. 

Indeed, ha<l Krnger never enter- 
ed public life, hi? early years in the 
hiiiiling-field would nlone have 
made him ^vorthy to b(( ranked 
with the heroes of P'cnnimore 
Cof » pe r. — Iln rper's Magazine.

There are said to be over 100 
varieties of poisonous serpents in 
India. 

The serpent has two lungs, but 
only one is developed, the other 
being rudimentary. 

Snake experts say that of all 
venomous reptihcs the rattlesnake 
is th(! most dead I}'. 

Pythons and boas in captivity 
have been known ty go twenty-two 
months without food. 

Tim teeth of a serpent are hook- 
ed backward, so that its prey, once 
seized, rarcdy escapes. 

The ears of u snake do not ap- 
pear externally, being merely small 
orifices covered by tlm skin. 

The cobra is said to be the only 
serpent that eniit« a cry, which re- 
sembles the squeak of a rat. 

The male snake is always small- 
er, more slender, of brighter rrolor, 
and moK! atdive than the female. 

The skin of tin; s«!ri)ent is ex- 
ceeilinuly extensible ; it can be 
stretched to twice its ordinary di- 
mensions. 

All serpents, even in the tropical 
rfcgions, beicome either torpid or 
languid during the cool season of 
the year. 

It is said by naturalists that the 
story of vijiers swallowing their 
young, when in dangcsr, has a 
foiindalion in fact. 

A snake finds the same difficulty 
in crossing a plate of glass that a 
man experiences in walking upon 
vei'y smooth ice. 

Some boas and pythons have 
horny hooks on the sides of the 
body, which seem to be the rudi- 
ments of a pair of hind legs. 

The python, in the old world, re- 
places Ihe boa in the new. The 
python diffei's from the boa in hav- 
ing four teeth in the intermaxillary 
bone. 

Snakes have frequently been 
known to commit sucide. lialthv 
snakes, when surrounded by a 
circle of fire, will bite themselves 
to death. 

All snakes fe(;d on living animals 
an 1 refuses t^o touch those which 
they have not killed for them- 
sfdvf^s. A sntike is very chtiicec 
about his meat. 

The viper is the only poisonous 
serpent known in Euro7)e, and it is 
found in every partof the continent 
an<l in many localities in the south 
of Kiigland. 

The hissing sound produced by 
serpents is greatly exautceraled, as 
the quantity of air contained in a 
sTiak<!'s lungs is t(jo small U) produce 
a loud sound when ejected. 

The forked tongue of the s^jrpont 
is one of itsmost striking character- 
istics. Useless as it may s<'em, 
•seriionfs have been observed to lap 
water with the tongue like a dog. 

The entire muscular system of a 
snake is, in one way oranr>thet, con- 
nected with its spinal (column, and 
|)resents one (»f the most comi)lex 
Jirrangernents known to the com- 
]>arativ(c anatomist. 

Th(! lower jaw of the serpent is 
(!onn(cct^'d with the ujij)or by means 
of (cartilages and tccrulons which ire 
ext«;nsible, and the snake can thus 
swallow an animal larger incircum- 
fereufce than its own body. 

The vi[)er which, when St. Paul 
was shipwrecked in .Malta, came 
out of the fire and fastened on the 
hand of the apostle, was probably 
the same variety as that existing on 
the islnnd at pncsent time. — SL 
Louin fMohe- Democrat.
